bdanish River Industrial School, while on my recent trip 
in that seotion. 


The pricipal of the school was absent at the time 
of my visit, having gone to Little Current on business in 
con ection with the school, His assistant, showed me throggh 
the various buildings and did everything possible to give 
me an insight into their work and method of handling their 
pupils. 


In was ting the béys' dormitory 1 found that the beds 
were wei. provided with bedding and although it was in 

the lat .er part of the week when I made my visit, the bed 
clothing was clean. Considerable difficulty is found in 
keeping some of the beds in proper condition on account of 
bed wetting by some of the smaller boys. Rubber sheets 
are used on these beds but the Quality of rubber sheeting 
was very poor and thin. The greater part of the beds were 
not made up at the time 1 saw them, about ten djm, The 
Asst. Principal explained that this was on account of the 
necessity of airing the beds. 


The boys are provided with plain but warm clothing and 
have a change of underwear every week. They sleep in 
their underwear. All the boys get_a bath once a week and 
their heads are kept close cropped. 


Their food consists of, for breakfast porridge, milk, 
bread and bhktter: dinner, meat, potatoes, bread: on Fridays 
they have macaroni instead of meats for supper beans or 
oorn porridge, bread and tea or milk, Butter is given only 
once a day. The bread is a sort of black bread made from 
@ formila obtained from some medical man who is known to 
them 1t is objected to by the pupile, some of whom say 
\that they cannot eat it at all. 

The boys take turns at the oitside work. Seven or eight 
are required for milking. Four work at shoe making and 
repairing. Three work at carpentering,*,1In summer some work 
in the garden and four or five on the farm. The work is dom 
during one hour after breakfast and one*hour before supper, 
1 do not think that any are overworked, *The older boys 
help with the thrashing. 


The school location does not appear to me to be a good 
one from a health standpoint. .t ia lew and boggy. Land 
that has been oleared for some time is still very boggy. 

In the mornings there is always a mist hanging over the 
place. Lt seems to me to be about the worst possible 
lecation for any person who is at all subject to tubercular 
troubles of any kind. 
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I found the girl's school to be in much better condition 
than the boys'. The building is a better one and is kept 
much cleaner. The location, however, has the same fault 
as that of the other school, both being puilt on the low 
land down near the lake. 


I noticed, when passing the cemetry that there appeared 
to be quite a number of graves. By looking over the fence 
I could count over 60 graves and there were probably some © 
others which I could not ses on account og the tall grass. 
That geema to be a great many for such @ short time aes the 
achool has been in existance. 


Ll saw the Simon boys and they appeared to be in good 
health and net suffering from being underfed. 1 askedthem 
if they wanted to leave the school and they eaid not. They 
may have been influenced b¥ the presence of the teacher at 
the time. 


From what I saw, while at the achool, 1 would consider 
tliant ae un é2vtunate.loerkian was the greatest fault. 
lt geeme to me that there is bouna*v~* be sickness on this 
account. The food provided, while plain omn4ad .* of great 
variety, is not stinted in quantity. The only comp.iaii% in 
regerd to quality might be in the matter of the bread, 
The aa provided ie sufficient and cleanliness of 


body is well looked after.

The scoidity and taste indicate that 
the bread is glightly sour, but the analysis does not indicate 


that the bread should cause 111 health.

Analyst, of the Department of Trade and Commerce, and I 
think I gannot do better than to enclose herewith a sopy 
of the report received, 


One of the olaime made to the Department was 
thet the breed wae very often sour, You will notice 
thet the report of the Analyst shows that, while the 
nutritive Value of the sample sant in ie about the average, 
there was evidence of sourness. 


As bread ig one of the staple articles of diet 
in all inetitutions of this kind the greatest vare should 
be taken to gee that only that of the best quality is 
furnished the chiléren. I am sure that you will cxercise 
the necessary oare to gee that the wishes of the 
Department in this respect are carried out.

Hand perspiration on the surface should be guarded against. This can 
be overcome by wearing thin gloves 


Now the Design 


The Design may be applied in several ways. 
One method Is that of drawing it with a heavy pencil on thin poper. 
If the object is gloss, the design is then slipped inside with the paper 
pressed close to the surfoce. Scotch tape can be used to hold the 
design in place. It con then be used as o guide for applying the color 


On other objects, designs can be sketched lightly on to the surface 
itself with a GB China Marking Pencil and the pottern then followed 
These pencils have been designed for marking on glazed surfaces making 
it easy to “block in’’ your motif. 


We recommend the use of a mew hard copy paper especially made for 
this purpose. The craftsman first sketches his motif on a light weight 
or tracing paper. The copy poper is slipped between this poper design 
and the surface being decorated. Then the design is traced with o hard 
pencil producing a clear, sharp outline on the glass or metal, Any 
tracing outline that still remains is readily wiped off with o soft cloth. 


if @ stencil is used it is cut with the design and attached to the 
surfoce with scotch tape. 


Apply the Colors 


Note—Dek-All colors mix readily to produce 
other colors (blue and yellow moke an attractive green, etc.) or varia 
tions of the same color, Stir the colors well before using. During 
the painting the brushes con be cleaned with our Thinner #1291, 
but to avoid stiffening of the brushes, they should be given a final 
cleaning with turpentine and then washed with soap and water before 
putting the brushes oside for future use. 


Hand Painting or Free Brush Work: 


For opaque ond glossy effects load your brush with color. Apply with 
a slow deliberate brush stroke. When this application has partially 
set, apply an additional thin coat over the first. Quick application of 
the one-stroke technique (free brush technique) results in a more 
transparent and less glossy appearance. in most designs it is advis- 
able to outline the color with o smal! brush allowing it to “set” for o 
few minutes and then fill in the other color with o brush. This out 
line acts as a retaining wall for the larger areas of color. 


For “Heavy Duty Use” (that is where the decorated item will be 
subjected to more than usual wear, and more or less continuous wosh- 
ings) it is important to “flow the colors” on so that they form o 
smooth, even continuous coat, which can then be “polymerized” by 
the application of heat into one unbroken bond, as described below. 


Stenciling: 


Designs may be stenciled readily with ordinary stencil brushes but 
far more satisfactory results ore achieved by using the “pad’’ process 
os this allows oreas to be covered evenly and leaves sharp, crisp 
edges. Method: A piece of silk or nylon is stretched over o small 
pad of cotton, Spread the color thinly onto a flot piece of glass or 
large plate. Then dab the silk into the desired color and apply to 
the surface being decorated. 


Color Etching: 


After the color is applied thinly and evenly it is simple to produce 
@ transparent, etched effect. Before the color ha ied, etched 
lines are cut into the design with a pointed end of or other 
sharp object. This odds to the attractiveness of translucent 
effect and many variations of the above are possibl 


Air Brush Painting: 


These colors con be used in the air brush technique, thinning with 
#1291 thinner or turpentine. Especially in the case of thinning with 
turpentine, it is important to pre-check carefully for desired color 
permanency as below, 


Make it Durable 


After DEK-ALL hos been allowed to air dry 
for several days, the pointed design will prove quite durable and will 
stand o reasonable amount of abrasion. Air drying will prove satis- 
factory and is recommended for use on decorative pieces such as mirrors, 
antiques and other surfaces not requiring constant washing and heavy 
handling. Werm weter and mild soaps are recommended for such 
washings. 


“Heavy Duty Use” 


To produce an extra degree of permanency, finished pieces should be 
boked in o regular kitchen oven or kiln. Allow to air dry 12 to 24 
hours. Set the decorated articles in the cold oven and allow the 
temperoture to gradually reach 300°F. Hold this temperature for 15 
minutes, then turn off the heot, allowing the painted articles to remain 
in the oven till cool, 


An attractive range of color will be obtained both with ond without the 
pplication of heat. An extreme degree of heat will cause a change 
in the hue of certain colors, but in the cose of items to be subjected 
to “Heavy Duty Use,” more heat is advisable than not enough, right 
up te the point, but just below where discoloring begins 


Many Interesting 
Effects 


One of the most interesting woys to use the 
colors is to apply then: on the bottom or reverse side of a glass object 
s© thot the colors are seen through the glass. This filters and softens 
the design, producing an unusual and three-dimensional effect. For 
example, a colored design painted on the underside of an ash tray 
gives it a most artistic appearance 


TRANS-MIX—By odding Trons-Mix to your colors, lovely translucent or 
stained glass effects can be achieved. 


For_ash trays or similar objects subject to hard usage an over-coating 
of Trans-Mix is recommended.

The Rev. Prineipal underetande that, if we inerease 
the pupilage, the inetitution will open ite doors to the 
orphan and destitute children of Caughnawage, St. Regie and 
Oka. Last year the Rev. Father Artue hindered the Depart~- 
ment's efforte to place our warde from these reserves in tho 
Spanieh Sehool, in epite of the fact that certain caves wore 
very urgent. 


In view of the now Principal's roadinese to meet 
the Department's wishes, I shall be pleased to have your 
authority to grant hie request that we inereanse the pupllage 
to 224 and purchase for the inetitution 84 bede, complete 
with mattreecsee (expense in connection with the purchase 
evtimated $190).

time and the suggested Changes. 


The boilers at present are not the right type. They are Cast- 
Iron sectional good for Coal but very badly suited for wood in com- 
parison with the return horizontal tubular boilers. 

There are three boilers of this Cast-Iron type in the Girls' 
Building and two in the Boys’ which means that for heating purposes 
only, regardiass of heating domestic water or generating steam to 
operate the Taundry, they are operating five fires and also a hot 
air furnace in the chapel. 

Owing to the way the boilers are installed in the Boys’ buil- 
ding it is necessary to light both of the boilers to heat the entire 
building even the the mildest weather. 

Regardimg the operation ef the Laundry in theGirls’ Building | 
they are not able to properly utilise the Laundry Bquipment owing to 
the fact that the Boiler is entirely too small to operate the engine 
which runs the machinery and the drying room. Owing to this it is im- 
possible to properly ventilate the dryer during the drying operation; 
the bad result¢ from this és showing on the clothes. 

The hot water used for Laundry purposes and for domestic use 
in general is heated with a Jacket Heater connected to a 100 gal. 
storage tank:both the Jacket Heater and the storage tank are a great 
deal too small for the work they have to do; the result ie that the 
heater runs with all the drafts open to try healing enough water, which 
is impossible for it to do» Coal is burned in this Heater at quite @ 


loss. 
It will be seen by the above stated facts that the condition 


of the hot water heating, the domestic water heating and the steam 


power plant at these building evel thn very bad cenditiom 
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l-«-fhat the right type of boilers are not used.

has Aaoused = great deal of trouble thie tast Wnter. 


To remedy the wneve We following is suggested. 


Instal a Central Steam Plant in a separate building and generate 
enough steam to heat the two b ildings and also to supply the Laundry 
and Domestic hot water, which is essential to good results and econo~- 
mical operation in a Laundry. 

In the new plant there will be but one fire used during the 
greater portion of the heating season; in the very severe weather it 
would be necessary to light the second boiler bit the greater portion 
of the time one will suffice in place of eight as now required. & ie 
quite readily seen the savings which will occur both in é@peration and 
fuel with this installation and further more it will be possible at any 
time to instal a small Steam Driven Generating Set to provide enough 
power for Light and Leundry purposes and use the exhaust steam for hea- 
ting; the plans have been drawn with this in view. 

The plan whows three boilers; the two large boilers are for 
winter use, one acting as an auxiliary to the other; the emall boiler 


for the Laundry work in the summer,

The Jesuit Fathers of Upper Canada in charge 
of the Indian Residential School at Spanish, beg to submit the 
following remarks to your kind attention. 


The heating system of the lerge school buil- 
dings, always more or less defective from the start; has become 
go unsatisfactory and expensive, that it is in absolute need of 
renewal or complete repair. In the oold weather the furnace of 
the girle' school, worked to its utmost capacity, cannot raise 
the temperature higher than 600 Pahrenheit. Some sections of 
the boilers in all furnaces are completely out of oreder. 


The total absence of unit conmections makes it 
necessary to light the eight fires even in mild weather and thus 
increase enormously the fuel expense. 


We have had those conditions examined by some 
of the best experts in heating systems and,they have at once de- 
clared thet the only economical device would be a Gentral Sys- 
tem that would heat the two school buildings and oerate satis- 
faoctorily the laundry equipment as well as the electrical gene- 
rators which your Department has so generously installed, three 
years ago. 


We herewith submit plane and specifications 
of these experts. Ae explained in the said plans and specificas 
tione the cost of the material for the additional building, boi- 
lerg, pipes, duct ete for the whole syetem would be approximate- 
ly $23.346.00. 


As partioular circumstances have added to our 
ataff expert craftemen who can reliably execute the work under 
whatever supervision you might decide upon, we could take charge 
of the whohé installation provided your Department would supply 
the material required. We therefore make an official request for 
said material under conditions above referred to. 


We realise that we are asking for 6 great fa- 
vor but it is a case of absolute necessity for the welfare of 
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the Department's wards. We have taken the liberty of making 
this demand in consideration of the work carried on by us and 
the heavy expenses incurred by our institution. May we be allo~ 
wed to mention thet since the foundation of our school in 1870 
we have always endeavored to serve the Department with devoted 
fidelity. Amongst other things we would state that we have al~- 
ways gladly accepted whatever number of Iroquois children were 
sent to uss 


Since 1913, we have invested over $240.000.00 
in the present buildings and farms at Spanish. a eteff of 16 
men and 18 women we are now educating 237 indian children to the 
very best advantage of the Indians and the greatest economy for 
the Department. 


Now we understand that the Department is not 
presently in a position to give us financial help out of this 
year's estimates but we beg to propose the following plan: We 
would agree to borrow sufficient money to cover the whole cost 
and undertake the work. In the course of the next fisoal year 
when the estimates of the Department would be voted we could 
present for reimbursement a1] bills for material duly paid by

MEMORANDUM: 


With reference to the letter fram the Bev, Principal 
of the Spanish Indian Residential School, I beg to report that 
I have examined the plans and specifications for a new heating 
system for these buildings, The present system consists of 
three hot water boilers in the girls’ building and two in the 
boys’, also a boiler for heating the domestic water supply for 
the bailding and steam for the leuniry. The chapel is heated 
by @ hot air furnace, The main defects in the present system 
are that the boilers, being cast iron section type, are not 
suitable for burning woods that the steam and the domestic heating 
equipment are not large enough to meet the requirements of the 
tailding; and that the firing of so many boilers is both unecon~ 
omical and unsatisfactory, 


In order to remedy the above it is sugcested to imetaii 
® central steam heating plant in a separate building, and generate 
enough steam to heat the two buildings and also to myply the laundry, 
amt it is proposed to install in this separate jetlding two large 
fire box return tubular boilers, which are_sftable for burning 
wood as well as coal, ‘The Reverend Prividipal states that the staff 
of the school will take charge of Sie whole instelletion, providing 
the Department will supply the materials, They estimte the cost 
at $25,546.00, and it would appear that this estimate is reasonable, 
but I cannot state definitely what the cost would be without visiting 
the echool and making a careful examination of the existing system, 
and checking up the plens for the new work in the buildings 


The Principal states further that since 1918 they have invest-~ 
ed over $240,000.00 in the present building and farms at Spanish, 
They have a staff of 16 wen ami 16 women, and are now educating 
237 Indian children.

HONOURABLE CHARLES STEWART. 


A year ago, the authorities of the Spanish Indian 
Residential School were considering 4 central heating unit 
for the various buildings. They made representations to 
this Department concerning assistance, and an item of $6,000 
was placed in the Appropriation for the current fiscal year. 


The Jesuit Fathers have decided not to proceed 
with the central heating scheme, but their energies have been 
directed towards replacements to the lighting system in the 
main buildings. In the spring, they asked if the approp~ 
riation for the school could be changed to meet the present 
need, and I promised the matter would be brought to your 
attention in due course. Rewiring the buildings has cost 
$2,540.03: a new engine for generating electricity, $690: and 
an aqueduct for supplying fresh spring water for domestic 
consumption, $641.07 - a total of $3,871.10. Receipts in 
connection with this expenditure have been forwarded to the 
Department, and, as funds are available, I wish to recommend 
that reimbursement be made. 


The Spanish Indian Residential School has a 


pupilage of 225 and, heretofore, practically the entire 
capital expense has been undertaken by the Jesuit Order.

A year ago, the Provincial Superior of the 
Jesuit Order intimated that he was arranging to build, 
this year, an addition to the boys' wing at the Indian 
Residential School at Spanish, Ont. He requested that 
the Department assist by securing an appropriation to 
cover the cost of the plumbing and heating. I, accord- 
ingly, placed an item of $4,000.00 in the Main Estimates 
for the current fiscal year. 


The addition has been completed and receipts 
have been forwarded to the Department, showing an 
expenditure of over $5,000.00 for mechanical plant. In 
view of the heavy expense undertaken by the Order at 
this school, I wish to recommend that the Department 
make reimbursement to the extent of $4,850.99. The 
papers showing an expenditure of this amount are in 
order and the funds are now available in the Approp- 
riation for Indian Education.
